WASHINGTON, April 16— 
(INS)—The State Department Fri- 
day cited articles in the controlled 
Communist press of R@ssian-domi- 
nated nations as additional indica- 
tion that the Colombian rebellion 
was directed from Moscow. 

Lincoln White, State Depart- 
ment press officer, read to news- 
men an editorial from the Ro- 
manian Army newspaper “A Gla- 
sul Armati” which charged that 
the “Bogota volcano {ts not an iso- 
lated coincidence.” It said: 

“Similar volcanos exist through 
Latim America wherever people 
hate Yankee expansionists and 
their lackeys.” 

White said that these sentiments 
were similar to the Communist 
handbills °which were distributed 
in Bogota when bloody rioting in- 
terrupted the Inter-American Con- 
ference.

The shooting about half a block 
from the bix textile works extend- 
ed a series of violence outbreaks 
that began shortly after the strike 
was called. 


Acting Gov. M. E. Thompson 
personally intervened to urge a 
halt to the violence and the An- 
chor Mills have obtained a court 
order under new Georgia labor 
laws drastically limiting picket 
activity. ~ 


But the violence continued and 
a week ago one woman reportedly 
stabbed another with scissors near 
the plant. A total of 23 felony 
cases are pending in connection 
with the disorders. 


Chief Stewart said that Adams 
issued a staternent after his arrest 
of his version of the shooting. He 
said he got off from work at 3:30 
p. m. and went te the barber shop 
half a block from the mill. 


There he heard that some strik- 
ers were molesting his wife, an- 
other mill empléyee who had 
walked on up the street. Adams 
in his statement said he left the 
barber shop carrying his pistol 
with him. 

He met four strikers, Wilkey, 
Herman Hyde, and two others he 
did not knéw by name, he said, 
and one of the four bumpéd him 
off the sidewalk. Adams said he 
walked on but he heard the four 
strikers turn around, and a fifth 
joined them shouting, “kill him.” 


Adams’ statement continued that. 
he turned to see the five men ad- 
vancing on him threateningly with 
their hands in their pockets and 
he fired at Wilkey, his bullet fell- 
ing him. Then he fired at Hyde, 
he said, but missed, and his gun 
jammed as he tried to pull the 
trigger three more times. 

The Anchor Mill has continued 
working two full shifts, with about 
half of the normal 750 employees 
reporting for duty. 

The Union went on strike to ob- 
tain a contract calling for check- 
off, seniority and stretch-out pro- 
visions and better wages.

In a recent inter- 
view Gen. Spaatz had this to say: 

“We have not yet reached the point 
where we can carry out sustained bomb- 
ings at great distances, and I don’t know 
when we will. People who think they will 
be able to sit back in the next war and 
let military @ircraft do the job are all wet. 
They had better square up their thinking 
with the facts.” 

There already are indications that the 
Senate will examine closely the 70-group 
Air Force bill before concurring with the 
House. It is obvious that the Air Force 
will be our first line of defense in an- 
other conflict. But it is equally apparent 
that an Air Force built up at the expense 
of the other branches of the service may 
turn out to be the equivalent of mounting 
16-inch guns on wooden battleships. 

Let timid Congressmen remember that 
the first peacetime draft was passed in 
1940, just a few months before the election. 
And let them agree on a finely balanced 
program of air, naval and land power 
sufficient to protect American interests. 
The people are far more ready to accept 
an adequate defense program than Con- 
gressmen seem to realize.

“On the other hand, we think Southern- 
ers are only telling the truth when they 
insist that Federal laws will never suc- 
ceed in wiping out these injustices. It is 
axiomatic that no law, however well 
meant, can work unless it is supported 
by the majority of the people it affects. 
Northern intellectuals should know this 
fact of life from the nation’s experience 
with Federal prohibition. 


“Well, both sides have a measure of 


~~ right and a measure of wrong in their ar- 


senals of argumentation, is there any 
discoverable factor that swings the scales 
one way or the other? We think there is. 

“That factor is the unquestionable truth 
that the Negro’s status in the South is 
getting better every day. He is some 90 
percent better off economically than in 
the early years following the Civil War. 
Lynching is sliding toward the vanishing 
point. As for social equality, most Negroes 
apparently don’t want it anyway, since 
they have their own social organizations 
to satisfy their fraternal, religious, snob- 
bish, etc., instincts. 

“Federal laws didn’t work these im- 
provements. They have come about solely 
because they have been stimulated by 
the most substantial and respected people 
among the Southern whites. They would 
have come a good deal more slowly, we 
think, if Federal laws had forced Mr. 
Whiskers to keep his nose eternally stuck 
into Southern affairs. 

“If all this is as true as we’re convinced 
it is, then it follows that the best way to 
solve what remains of the Negro problem 
is to go on just about as we’ve been going 
since around 1870. That would mean: Let 
the Northern intelligentsia howl its col- 
lective head off about the South... let 
Southern and Northern politicans make 
what political capital they can out of the 
question ... but don’t saddle the Federal 
Government with a bunch of laws which 
it cannot enforce. In other words, let the 
South work out its Negro problems mostly 
on its own—which it is doing anyway, and 
we think will continue to do.”

Socialism 
And Communism 


I was at this meeting. A teacher of theology 
was saying there wasn’t any basic difference be- 
tween the Socialism of Britain and that of the 


Soviets. 

I already disliked the man. He so obviously was one of those 
dull-as-ditch-water persons who would go through life convincing 
whatever congregations he ‘might have that the church was a fine 
place to avoid, and that religion is for fools. 

So, quietly, I took my leave. 

There is considerable confusion about Socialism and Communism, 
but there is an essential difference and a fundamental antagonism 
between the two, which the Russians make Very plain. 

They dislike, and hate, a Socialist even more than a capitalist. 
They see in Socialism a more efficient system than Communism and 
one which does even more, it retains the freedom of the individual. 
Communism destroys it. 


Fraud One of the most fantastic statements which this cleric 

made was that the Russian system has done. more for 
the average citizen than any other system. That anyone but a 
fellow traveler or Communist agent would brazenly make such a 
false statement is almost incomprehensible. 

It is plain that the standard of living in Russia is higher only 
than that in Asia and the Middle East. 

It is obvious that the Soviet system has not, in 30 years, been 
able to give to its people or the world any single item of modern 
technology. Certainly a refrigerator, an electric iron, comfortable 
furniture, an automobile, or many other items in general use, are 
not necessarily hallmarks of culture or civilization. But they are 
useful and they make for better living. 


Failure After 30 years the Soviet system still is snarled in its 

own inefficiency and fear. It still must govern by 
secret police. It still prevents an opposition party. It still allows 
no criticism, spoken or written, of its decisions. It requires the 
people to vote, yei it allows no opposition slate and the Communist 
Party Politbureau okays each candidate. 

For any person to say of such a system that it has done more 
for the average person than any other system is ridiculous and 
false. It also indicates either an alliance with the Soviets or an 
infantile mentality. E 


: It may be said, as a sort of basic explanation of 
Difference the difference between Socialism and Communism, 
that the chief difference is one of authority. 

It is not possible to give a first-grade reader definition of So- 
cialism, such as Britain Bas, but it starts out with the idea that 
ifMwill take unto itself the right use, in the people’s interest, all. re- 
sources such as coal, utilities, transport, and so on, 

It allows the individual liberty-and freedom, permits opposition 
parties, and free debate. 

The Soviet Socialism is not Socialism, but totalitarianism. It 
controls everything, including every shop, store, business, large or 
small. It owns every foot of farm land and permits no individual 
farming. It controls the citizens’ private life. He may not travel 
outside his city without a permit. He is jailed or shot for criticisms 
of his government. Courts act on orders, not the evidence. Court 
trials, like the ballot, are a hypocritical farce and fraud. 


This control reaches so deeply into the private life of 
the citizen in Russia that musicians are jailed for 
writing music that does. not suit the censor. Writers of books and 
articles are jailed or publicly dismissed for failure to represent 
in their writings the Communist ideal. 

Books, newspapers and persons from foreign countries are 
excluded. 

For a person to suggest the two systems are the same, or even 
more than superficially similar, is either deep ignorance or de- 
liberate deceit. 

This country co-operates with Socialism in Great Britain and 
Europe because it does not destroy the individual znd is not pro- 
ductive of enmity to this country or its system—which continually 
provides a better standard of living for more and more people than 
any other system. For the time being, with its shortages of money 
and materials, Britain can have no other system. But there is 
continual attack on it and change will come if the economy changes. 

The Communist Party, one must always remember, is not a 
political party, but an organization representing a foreign power 
whose published aim is to destroy all parliamentary systems, 
Socialist or capitalist.

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Are Dewey. Taft Losing Their Race? 


eee ee is interesting to record how Speaker of the House Joe Martin sizes up the 


the Republican presidential nomination in the light of the defeat suffered in the Wis- 


-consin preferential primary by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of New York. 
Gov. Dewey, it is recalled, rah third there—a Poor third—in a field of three. The results greatly 


_ upset his reputation as the party’ s leading vote-getter. 


On two previous entries in the Wisconsin 


"primary, in 1940 and 1944, he ran far ahead of other candidates for the GOP nomination. 


Before giving Speaker Martin’s appraisal, it 
should be noted that he is rated as one of the 
shrewder political heads of Congress. He has 
been a member of the House for some 20 years 
* and he is a former Chairman of the Republican 
_ National Committee, which tends to give him a 
' clear insight into party affairs. 

Consequently, his opinion of a given political 
situation is entitled to the highest consideration. 


After carefully weighing the factors in the 
Republican contest, Speaker Martin now be- 
Heves that both Gov. Dewey and Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, of Ohio, the two present leading con- 
tenders, will be eliminated in the early ballot- 
ing over the nomination at the Philadelphia 
convention. 


He sees Dewey’s defeat in Wisconsin as a 
strong indication of this trend. The New York 
Governor’s only chance of capturing the nomi- 

tion, he feels, was in going out and demon- 
strating his ability to win most of the preferen- 
_ tial primary States. 

Wisconsin voters trimmed down his gepu- 
tation considerably in this respect. Regardless 
of the outcome in other primaries to come, Mar- 
tin doubts that Dewey can quite recover from 
the blow that has been dealt him, although he is 
still counted on to enter the June convention 
with one of the largest blocks of delegates. 

The effect will be, in the Speaker’s opinion, 
to place Dewey and Taft on more of an equal 
footing, with enough delegate strength held by 
Harold E. Stassen and other favorite-son contend- 
’ ers to make certain a deadlock over the nomina- 
tion in the initial phase of the balloting. 

As to what will happen then, Speaker Martin 
has very definite ideas which by no means 
“exclude the possibility of himself ultimately 


emerging as the party nominee. He thinks the 
contest will eventually lie between him and 
Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, the 
present President Pro Tem of the Senate. 


Sen. Vandenberg, he conceded, will fall heir 
to considerable strength from elements in the 
party whe are strongly supporting the Admin- 
istration’s foreign policy. That is because the 
Michigan Senator has given leadership to Re- 
publican forces which are backing that policy. 

But Mr. Martin believes that this support of 
Vandenberg will be offset in a large measure 
by the strong backing which he himself will 
receive from the New England and Atlantic tier 
of States. 


What is interesting about it is that he fore- 
sees the contest narrowing down to himself 
and Sen. Vandenberg. That is a development 
which could easily be. An increasing number 
of political observers are coming around to 
the viewpoint that Sen. Vandenberg will loom 
in large proportions before the convention in 
the event a Taft-Dewey deadlock does arise. 


The only question in the minds of most of 
them is whether Speaker Martin will emerge 
as the leading Vandenberg opponent, or whether 
it will be someone else like Gov. Earl Warren, of 
California. It will remain for future events to 
clarify this situation: 


Naturally Speaker Martin is not shouting his 
appraisal of the-GOP presidential situation from 
the house tops. The estimate he has given was 
made privately to some of his close friends in 
Congress and not with the idea of it leaking out 
to the newspapers. What. he has said, however, 
is of sufficient interest to be passed on for 
what it is worth. r 


What Are Stassen’s Chances Now? 


WASHINGTON—Presidential primaries in Wisconsin and Ne 
braska have established Harold E. Stassen as a kingpin giant killer, 
but the over-all effect of this voting is increased uncertainty as to 
‘who will win the Republican presidential nomination. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey; generally hailed as the leader up to 
two weeks ago, was terrifically set back by the whitewashing 
dealt him in Wisconsin, and his public display of desperation in 
an unsuccessful attempt to recoup in Nebraska may have hurt 
him even more. 

Sen. Robert A. Taft, by turning up with less than 12 percent of 
the Nebraska vote even though he had the support of the pre- 
viously successful Republican State machine headed by Sen. 
Hugh Butler, has been hurt even moresethan Dewey. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur, to the extent that he ever was a con- 
tender, has been completely knocked out. 


While these casualties are self-evident, the commensurate bene- | 


fit for Mr. Stassen, spectacular winner in both Wisconsin and Ne- 
braska, is much less certain. 


: Stassen always has been rated by the political 
Objections professionals ne a good-enough vote-getter, but 
they have felt that the party stalwarts, who traditionally dominate 
Republican national conventions, never would accept him. 

The objections raised against Stassen mainly have been that 
he is too much a liberal on home issues and too much a one-worlder 
as to international affairs. As a result of the victories by Stassen, 
however, the party chieftains may accord him a new looking over. 
If they do, they will find substantial evidence in refutation of the 
above notions about him. 

No candidate has gone further than Stassen in supporting capi- 
talistic free enterprise. He has called for a top tax limit of 50 
percent of any man’s income. He is the one presidential candidate 
who has come out squarely for outlawing the Communist Party. 
He supports all essentials of the Taft-Hartley strike control law. 
He has insisted that United States aid to foreign nations be not 
used to build up Socialism in Great Britain or any other country. 
There was nothing in his governorship of Minnesota that could be 


remotely called radical. 

° As to foreign affairs, Stassen generally, for a 
World Views year or more past, has tied himself completely 
to Sen. Arthur Vandenberg’s kite. And this deference to a poten- 
tial rival might become one of Stassen’s best assets. 

But up to date Stassen has received little visible support from 
the men who will control convention delegates from such vital 
— as New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, California and 

exas. 

Stassen has potential backing in seven New England States-and 
in New Jersey that may blossom into a formidable Eastern move- 
ment in his behalf; and if he beats Dewey in the Oregon primary 
the Far West, including California after Gov. Earl Warren is elimi- 
nated, might go for him. But so far, these prospects are mostly in 
the realm of wishful thinking. 

Beating a man at the polls is not a good way to win his sup- 
port, and the candidates most soundly trounced by Stassen—that 
is, Dewey and Taft—are the ones credited with largest delegate 
holdings of the sort they can pass on to some other candidate. 


Dewey certainly has the 67 votes from New York firmly in his | 


pocket and Taft should have the bulk of Ohio’s 57 together with a 
substantial share of the delegates from Southern States. 


‘D ] ¢* Rumors recently circulated that Taft and Dewey already 
eals had agreed to act together, if and when they found 
they could not win for themselves, appears so far to have little 
basis in fact. But both these men are practical politicians, and it 
is inevitable that their setbacks in Wisconsin and Nebraska will 
start them looking for deals: First, in the hope of refurbishing 
their own fortunes, and, second, to keep a hand in the pie whether 
or not they can win it for themselves. 

Sen. Vandenberg and Speaker Joseph Martin, still the most 
talked of darkhorse possibilities in the event none of the leading 
aspirants make the grade, may be affected by the Nebraska result. 
Vandenberg nosed out Gen. MacArthur for fourth place and Martin 
ran a bad last.

Has America Forgot? 


Editor Constitution: I hope the heroes of 
Montezuma, Tripoli and a thousand pitched 
battles are sleeping soundly today so they®will 
not be disturbed by the clamor of little men— 
after seeing plans of the General Staff to reduce 
the Marine Corps to nothing.
